Wilh the dispatch of the 
first. 


notes to Moscow 
by the western 


powers, llu! Berlin situation ceas- 
ed to be a local issue and became 
one of lop government policy — 
which it always had been in fuel, 
if not in appearance. Yet one would 
sometimes gather that Washington 
considered its importance, as lim- 
ited 
as the area in which this 


sliuggle is taking place. 


Such an impression is undoubted- 


ly wrong. Yet the Army newspaper 
Stars and Stripes quoted uniden- 
tified American official:; lhe other 
day as saying that "tin.' only way 
lo determine Soviet intentions is to 
test Russia and the only teat is a 
'show of force.' " 


A show of force might b•_• simple, 


but it is quite plain 
that ii could 


also be dangerous, All it would take 
would be one trigger-happy soldier 
on either side, and we might find 
ourselves at war. 


One shot n light wash out tlu' 


comfortable assumption thai Russia 
won't be able la fight a war for 
lour or five years, or that she is 
having loo much trouble in restless 
Yugoslavia and Czechoslovakia lo 
want to take on any more. Kiusia 
today 
is almost 
on a wartime 


looting so far as mobilized siren,"..h 
and reported war production are 
concerned. This country is totally 
unprepared 
for war except 
on 
paper. 


Nor is il safe to bank on internal 


trouble.-; within the Communist em- 
pire as peace insurance. It is not 
impossible lhat Stalin might decide 
that war and the threat of common 
clanger are just what his rthictjnt 
catellilea need to whip them into 
line and malic them forget their 
complaints. 


Against this background. 
our 


talk of a show of force, has an omi- 
nous sound. And when .such talk 
comes from a responsible 
Army 


publication, it cannot be dismissed 
lightly. 


The Berlin cri.sis cannot, bo neg- 


lected for polities or any-thin.:; else. 
It is the most dangerous crisis lhat 
has confronted the western govern- 
ments in three years of uneasy 
peace because, for tho first liny.: 
in those; three years, Russia is us- 
ing methods just short of war to 
force a showdown. 


The American people' have a right 


to demand tin., assurance that every 
possible slop is being taken lo pro- 
servo peace without capitulation. 
This means the pooling of our Ixj, 
statesmen's wisdom, it moans the 
careful weighing of every decision. 
and an equally careful weighing > , ' 
every statement thai 
announce:;
